last night on the ark Albatross, on the

Everett stree., by shooting himself with 
a double-ban eled shotgun, both charges

NATION'S FINANCES ARE 
IN HEALTHY 


AND DEBT IS 


President Outlines Course of the Government in Going to the 


Relief of Banks During the Money Panic. 


Currency Is Inadequate 


National Obligations Cut Down Many Millions Despite Heavy 


Expense on !he Panama Canal Project

In short, during the seven years and 


three months there has been a net sur- 
plus of neirly one hundred millions of 
receipts o\ er expenditures, a reduction

millions. In spite of tho extraordinary ex- 
pense nf t h » Panama canal, and a saving 
of nearly nmo millions on the annual In- 
terest chaige. 
This is an exceedingly 


satisfactory 
showing, especially In view 


of the fact that during this period the 
nation has neynr hesitated to undertake

Hove that under tho Interstate clause 
of the constitution the United States has 
complete aid paramount right to control 
all agencies of Interstate commerce, and 
I believe that tho national government 
alone can exorcise this right with wisdom 
and effectiveness so as both to secure 
Justice fro-n, and to do Justice to, the 
(Treat corporations which are thn most 
Important 'actors in modern business. I 
believe that It Is worse, than folly to at- 
tempt to I rohlblt all combinations as is 
done by tha Sherman anti-trust law, be- 
cause such a law can be enforced only 
imperfectly 
and unequally, and Its en- 


forcement works almost us much hard- 
ship as (rood. 
1 strongly advocate that 


instead of an unwise effort to prohibit 
all combli atlons, there shall bo sub- 
stituted a law which shall expressly per- 
mit combit atlons which aio In tho Inter- 
est of tho public, but shall at the same 
time give to some agency of tho na- 
tional government full power of control 
•nd suporv Islon over them. 
Ono of the 


chief featl res of this control should bo 
securing entire publicity In all matters 
•which the public has a right to know, 
and f urthe -more, the power, not by Judi- 
cial but b:' executive action, to prevent 
or put a. s:op to every form of improper 
favoritism or other wrongdoing:.

erty, Is exactly as evil as corruptly to de- 
fend the wrongdoing of mon of wealth.

SHOULD PUT DOWN 
THE DEMAGOGUES 


It la to the Interest of nil of us that 


there should be a premium put upon In- 
dividual Inlative and Individual capacity, 
and an ample reward for tho great di- 
recting intelligences alone competent to 
manag-o the great business operations 
of today. It is well to keep In mind that 
exactly as tho anarchist 
I;i the worst 


enemy of liberty and the reactionary tho 
worst enemy of ordor, so the men who 
defend tho rights of property have moat 
to fear 
from tho "wrongdoers ot great 


wealth, and the men who are champion- 
ing popular rights have 
most to fear 


from the demagogues who in tho nrmo 
of popular rights -would do wrong to and 
oppress honest business men, honest men 
of wealth; for the HUCCPSH of either type 
of wrondoer necessarily Invites a violent 
reaction against tho cause the wrongdoer 
nominally upholds. 
In point of dang«r 


to the nation there Is nothing to choose 
between on the one hand the corruption- 
1st, 
tho bribe, prlvor, tho bribe taker, tho 
man who employs his great talent to 
swindle Ids fellow citizens on a largo 
scale, 
and, 
on 
thr> 
other 
hand, 
the 
preacher of class hatred, the man who, 
whether from Ignorance or from willing- 
ness to pan Iflco hlti country to his am- 
bition, 
persuades 
well-meaning1 
but 
wrong-headed mon to try to destroy thn 
instruments upon •which our prosperity 
mainly rests. 
]jot each group of men 


betvaro of and Kuard against the short- 
comings to which that group Is itself 
most liable. 
Too often we seo tho busi- 
ness community In a spirit of unhealthy 
class consciousness deplore the effort to 
hold 
to 
account 
under 
the 
law 
the 


wealthy men who In their management 
of Rreat corporations, whether railroads, 
gtreot railways, or other Industrial enter- 
prises, have behaved, in a way that re- 
volts the conscience, of tho plain, decent 
people. 
Such an attitude cannot bp con- 


demned, too severely, for men of property 
should rocognlze that they Jeopardize the 
rights of property when they fall heartily 
to join in the effort to do away with tho 
abuses of wealth. 
On the other hand, 


those who advocate proper control on be- 
half of the public, through tho State, of

Rrcat 
corporations, 
and

ness operations, must ever keep In mind 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT 


President of the United States, Who Sends Last Message to Congress Today 


Must Give Judges 


and Stop th© Dels&y of Justice 


"I most earnestly urge upon the Congress the duty of increasing the totally in- 


adequate salaries now given to our judges, 
On the whole there is no body of public 


servants who do as valuable work, nor whose moneyed reward is so inadequate com- 
pared to their work, 
Beginning with the Supreme Court the judges should have their 


.salaries doubled, 
It is not befitting the dignity of the nation that its most honored 


'public servan:s should be paid sums so small compared to what they would earn in private 
life that the performance of public service by them implies an exceedingly heavy pe- 
cuniary sacrifice, 


"it is earnestly to be desired that some method should be devised for 
doing 


away with the long delays which now obtain in the 
administration of 
justice, and 


which operate with peculiar severity against persons of small means, and favor only 
the very criminals whom it is most desirable to punish, 
TJiese long delays In the final 


decisions of cases make in the aggregate a crying evil; and a remedy should be de- 
vised, 
Much of this intolerable delay is due to improper regard paid to. technicalities 


which are a mere hindrance to justice, 
In some noted recent cases this , over-regard 


for technicalities has resulted in a striking denial of justice, and flagrant wrong to the 
Body politic,"—From the President's Message.

profit, 
find cordially encourage capable 


men of business so long- as they act with 
honesty, they are striking at tho root of

Tho courtR are jeoparded 
primarily by the actlnn of those fedcr il 
nnd State judges who show Inability or 
umvillinprrioss to put a stop to the wronK- 
clolncr of very rich men under modem 
indu^tilal r-ondttlons, nnd Inability or un- 
wllllnKno^s to wive relief to men of smtill 
moans or w ape-workers who are crushed 
down by these modern industrial con- 
ditions; who. In other words, fall

understand and apply th*» needed rem- 
odfes for 
Mie new wronpet produced by 
the new and hlphly romp\fc social and 
industrial nlvlllTiatlnn whfoli has grown 
up In the last half century. 
NEW CONDITIONS 
MUST BE APPRECIATED 


The rapid changes In our social and 


Industrial life which have attended this 
rupid growth have made It necessary 
that, In npplvinw to concrete cases tho 
great rule of right liid clown In our 
constitution, thoro should -oe a full uncV-r- 
stancllnp and appreciation 
of the new 
conditions to which the- rules are to be 
applied. 
What would havo been an In- 
fringement upon liberty half fi conturv 
a*;o may be the necessary safeguard of 
liberty today. 
"What would have been 
an Inlury to property then may be neces- 
sary to the enjoyment of property now. 
Kvery 
judicial 
decision 
Involves 
two 


terms—one, an Interpretation of tho law; 
tho other, the understanding of tho facts 
to which U is to be applied. Tho groat 
mass of our Judicial officers are, I be- 
lU-ve, allvn to the so changes of condi- 
tions which so materially affect tho per- 
formance of their Judicial duties. 
Our 


judicial system Is sounrt and effective nt 
core, and It remains, and must ever 1m 
maintained, as the safeguard of thosn 
principles of liberty and Justice -which 
stand at the foundation of American in- 
stitutions; 
for, as Burke finely 
said, 


•when liberty and Just loo arc separated, 
neither is -mfo. 
There are, 
however, 
some members of the judicial body who 
havo lagged behind In thoir understand- 
ing of thosf* Kreat and vltnl changes In 
the body politic, whose ininds have never 
been opened to tho new applications of 
the old principles nrndo necrseary by the 
now conditions. 
Judges of this stamp 
do lasting: harm by their decisions, bo- 
cause they convince poor men In neod 
of protection that the courts of tho land

posed remedy. To such men. It seems u 
cruel mockery to ha\*o any court decldn 
against them on the ground that It cle- 
sfros to preserve "liberty" In a purely 
technical form, by withholding liberty In 
any foal and construct !v§ sense.

One of the Nation's Most Insistent 


Duties is Conservation of Resources 


"If there is any one duty which more than another we owe it to our children and our chil- 


dren's children to perform at once, it is to save the forests of this country, for they constitute 
the first and most important element in the conservation of the natural resources of the country. 
There are of course two kinds of natural resources. One is the kind which can only be used as 
part of a process of exhaustion; this is true of mines, natural oil and gas wells, and the like. The 
other, and of course ultimately by far the most important, includes the resources which can be 
improved in the process of wise use; the soil, the rivers and the forests come under this head. Any 
really civilized nation will so use all of these three great national assets that the nation will have 
their benefit in the future. Just as a farmer, after all his life making his living from his farm, will, 
if he is an expert farmer, leave it as an asset of increased value to his son, so we should leave our 
national domain to our children, increased in value and not worn out. 
Short-sighted persons, or 


persons blinded to the future by desire to make money in every way out of the present, some- 
times speak as if no great damage would be done by the reckless destruction of our forests. It is 
difficult to have patience with the arguments of these persons. Thanks to our own recklessness 
in the use of ou- splendid forests, we have already crossed the verge of a timber famine in thia 
country, and no measures that -we now take can, at least for many years, undo the mischief that 
has already beea done. But we can prevent further mischief being done; and it would be in the 
highest degree reprehensible to let any consideration of temporary convenience or temporary cost 
interfere with sjch action, especially as regards the national forests which the nation can now, at 
this very moment, control."—From' the President's message.

It is rather late in the day to attempt to make a scandal of the 


government's purchase of the French canal concession at Panama, 
and the President is somewhat quixotic in undertaking to refute 
the unverified stories hostile critics have from time to time sel 
afloat regarding .he alleged "inside" of that famous transaction. It 
is not worth while, since the American people discredited the stories 
from the start a id have given abundant evidence that the admin- 
-istration has the confidence of the public in that matter. 


The government got the full -worth of its money in the Panama 


Canal transactiot . It got exclusive control of the best canal route 
between the two ocean?, eliminated competition, and in machinery, 
appliances and wsrk already done on the canal pot full value for its 
money. It is of no practical consequence who got the money paid 
for the French cc occasion. It is possible that persons in the United 
States were shrewd enough to discern the trend of events, and took 
advantage of the situation and the panic among the stockholders 
of the French company to buy up shares in that concern. That did 
not concern the United States government, which dealt with the 
old Panama com lany through the French government. 
Our gov- 


ernment was intent on one object solely, getting possession of the 
Panama route a id eliminating a formidable rival for the inter- 
oceanic traffic. 


Powerful interests in the United States have been fighting the 


interoccanic canal project for thirty years. 
The Nicaragua route 


was playL-1 again-.t Panama, and vice versa. The cost of the project 
and the engineering difficulties attendant were magnified and ex- 
ploited with a method almost amounting to genius. 
Intrigues at 


'Bogota, Panama and in Nicaragua created a fresh stock of em- 
barrassments as 'soon as one was disposed of. When the govern- 
ment was asked to aid the^American company to build and exca- 
vate a canal across Nicaragua, the enemies of the intcroceanic water 
route proved on -he one hand that the Nicaragua project was im- 
practicable and on the other hand that a canal there would be use- 
less, as the French were digging one on a shorter and better route. 


When the President submitted to Congress the proposal to pur- 


chase the Panama concession and consolidate the two projects under 
government ownership, it was alleged that somebody on this side 
of the water wfeu'd make money- out of the transaction. No proof 
to support the cl arge was ever presented, but even if Americans 
did take advantage of the situation to buy up French canal shares 
their action was legitimate and unimportant unless it can be shown 
that there was corrupt connivance on the part of government 
officials. 


But the purcl ase of French canal shares by an American syndi- 


cate has never be<-n proved. The existence of such a syndicate has 
never been established. So far as the public records are concerned, 
the transaction wrs plain and above board, and highly advantageous 
to the United Stites. 
Although allegations of a "job" have ap- 


peared in certain newspapers from time to time ever since nego- 
tiations for the purchase of the Panama concession were opened, no 
impropriety whatever has been shown. 
The people are satisfied. 


They have twice icndered judgment at the polls on the matter, and 
the case for the proponents has been virtually thrown out of court 
as wholly unsustained by tangible proof. 
Why pursue the matter 


further? Chasing newspaper fakes is about as unprofitable as a lazyi 
dog's pastime of chasing his tail — and far less diverting. 
Such lies 


are like summer flies and will soon die in the. natural order, and

Possible Disruption of the 
Triple Alliance. 


The annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina by Austria and the 


warlike preparations she is making in the Balkans threaten to dis- 
rupt the triple alliance, as Italy is bcoming exceedingly restive. 
In 


a remarkable address delivered by Cabinet Minister Fortis in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday the Italian government virtually 
gave notice to Austria th.it the increasing of her armaments at the 
present time was tWe real menace to the peace of Europe, and that 
the time was approaching-vhen Italy would be able to say to Austria- 
Hungary that the strengthening of her military forces must cease 
or both countries will have to resume their liberty of action. 


The dissolution of the triple alliance or Dreibund, which is thus 


threatened, was formed in 1883 between Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and Italy, and some year; ago it was renewed. Its object was to 
serve as a check to the possible joint aggressions of Russia and 
France, who had previously formed a secret compact. 


What is most particularly disturbing Italy at the present time 


is the fear that if Austria continues to increase her armament un- 
restrained, she may turn them against herself and endeavor therewith 
to recover those Austrian provinces which were incorporated in the 
new kingdom of Italy under Victor Emmanuel at the close of the 
Franco-Sardinian war of I860. Austria-Hungary li.is not forgotten 
the disasters suffered during that campaign or her territorial losses, 
and she might be tempted to utilize'her army, when raised to a war 
footing, in an effort to recover the states which she lost nearly forty- 
nine years ago. 


Signer Fortis' protest against Austria's warlike preparations, in 


the danger to the peace cf Italy, which is threatened by them, is 
accompanied also with an intimation that the Italian people will be 
•called upon to make new ,'acrificcs for military defense. The latter 
cannot be needed against ?ny other power than Austria. The enor- 
mous burdens which the Italian people arc carrying today grow out 
of the terms,of the triple alliance which have imposed the obligation 
upon Italy of maintaining a costly powerful navy during the past 
twenty years. 
But the tnthusiasm with which Minister Fortis' 


plain speech was received is conclusive proof of the truth of the 
declaration he also made hat the whole country would submit to 
new burdens to protect it? peace and national integrity. 
How the 


Austrian government will receive the Italian note of warning remains 
to be disclosed. 
Meantime, the latest reports from Vienna are 


to the effect that sixty thousand reservists, who should have been 
discharged tomorrow, have been ordered to remain with the colors, 
which is not very pacifically encouraging.
